Committee  on  Ae  examination  of  Ae  Students. 
“  In  addition  to  Ae  testimony  grounded  upon  the 
perfoAnances  and  proficiency  of  the  students  of 
Ae  several  classes,  the  commiitee  desire  respect¬ 
fully  and  explicitly  to  state,  that  not  only  Ae 
whole  course  of  study  pursued,  but  Ae  whole 
tenor  and  tone  of  the  sentiments  elicited  from  Ae 
students  by  tbe  questions  of  Ae  professors,  ap¬ 
peared  to  ^  in  perfect  accordance  with  Ae  doc¬ 
trines,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Church,  and 
such  as  were  calculated  to  sustain  its  elevated 
character,  and  command  the  public  confidence 
and  respect”  Subjoined  to  this  extract  was  a 
declaration  wiA  which  the  Triennial  Report  to 
the  General  Convention  concluded,  “  that  the 
Seminary  had  never  been  at  any  previous  time  in 
a  healthier  state  Aan  at  present!”  As  soon  as 
Ais  report  was  read,  its  acceptance  was  moved, 
but  objected  t^  upon  Ae  ground  that  the  Commit¬ 
tee  oi  Investigation  had  not  yet  reported.  The 
Board  sustained  the  objection,  and  this  committee 
proceeded  to  lay  before  us  an  account  of  Aeir 
action,  concluding  wiA  several  resolution#,  one  of 
which  requested  Aat  they  might  be  discharged. 
It  was  evident  from  the  statements  presented  by 
the  Investigating  Committee,  Aat  they  had  been 
baffled  in  their  object,  not  merely  by  Ae  intrinsic 
difficulties  of  Ae  case,  but  by  the  contumacy  of 
three  of  the  Professors,  and  we  are  free  to  say  that 
when  all  the  documents  shall  come  before  the 
Gneral  Convention,  that  body  will  find  that  Ae 
aspect  of  affairs  in  relation  to  the  Seminary  de¬ 
mands  Aeir  most  serious  consideration,  an4  Ae 
application  of  a  sure  and  immediate  remedy,  if 
they  would  avert  Ae  downfall  of  the  Institution. 
When  we  speak  of  documents  we  wish  to  be  un¬ 
derstood  as  refeiring  to  the  Minutes  of  Ae  Inves¬ 
tigating  (]Jommittee,  Aeir  correspondence  with 
Ae  Professors  and  the  replies,  and  especially  to 
a  letter  which  was  addressed  to  Ae  Bishop  of 
New  Jersey  by  Ae  Professor  of  Ecclesiasiical 
History.  This  letter,  highly  offensive  to  Ae 
Trustees  and  Aeir  committee,  became,  by  its  pub- 
licatioD,  part  of  Ae  minutes,  and  we  hope  will  in 
due  season  attract  from  the  General  Convention 
Ae  notice  which  ito  most  extraordinary  language 
and  contents  deserve. 

The  debate  which  sprung  up  took  a  wide  range, 
and  in  Ae  course  of  it,  positions  were  laid  down 
by  some  and  advocated,  which  if  true  and  consti¬ 
tutional,  reduce  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  a  perfect 
cypher,  a  body  which  may  be  set  at  defiance  by 
the  Faculty  whenever  it  may  so  seem  good  unto 
them.  For  instance,  what  think  you  of  Ae  doc¬ 
trine  Aat  the  Trustees  have  a  right  under  the 
constitution  to  appoint  a  Faculty,  but  no  right  to 
enter  wiAin  Ae  walls  of  Ae  ^minary,  by  com¬ 
mittee,  or  as  a  Board,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether 
the  Faculty,  appoin^  by  Aeraselves,  have  done 
Aeir  duty  1  Yet  Ais  doctrine  was  promulgated 
on  Monday  night,  gravely  and  vehemently.  It 
was  tom  to  atoms  by  Bishops  Hopkins  and  Mcll¬ 
vaine.  But  nevertheless  it  is  rdled  as  a  sweet 
morsel  under  the  tongue  of  Ae  majority,  and  it 
remains  to  be  seen  wheAer  in  fragments  or  in  its 
foil  measurement  and  proportions  it  can  be  forced 
upon  the  General  Council  of  our  Church.

Whether  he  looked  to  political  bodies,  or  to  oAer 
dioceaas,  the  presiding  officer  he  found  subject  to 
its  rules  iad  orders,  and  those  rules  and  orders 
created  by,  and  subject  to  the  Convention  over 
which  he  presided.

amendment,  as  were  the  rules  and  orders  of  any 
other  Convention.  Those  rules  were  not  invaria¬ 
ble,  nor  universal,  but  were  changeable,  and  had 
been  changed  from  time  to  time,  and  varied  from 
place  to  place,  as  the  rules  made  by  other  bodies 
of  men.  The  question  then  was,  are  rules  and 
orders  permanent  laws,  or  have  they  been  changed 
into  permanent  laws?  If  so,  when  was  such  a 
change  made  ?  when  were  they  converted  into 
canons  1  And  if  it  could  not  bo  shown  they  had 
been  thus  converted,  then  it  follows  as  a  matter  of 
course,  nay,  as  a  matter  of  right,  Aat  Aey  can  be 
changed,  or  amended, — fiir  such  a  right  is  inhe¬ 
rent  in  a  body  which  adopts,  or  has  adopted,  its  own 
rules.  Practice  elsewhere  has  been  in  accordance 
with  the  principles  I  have  laid  down, — and  by  such 
practice  we  ought  to  consider  ourselves  bound, — 
Ae  practice  not  only  of  all  civil  bodies,  but  of 
episcopal  bodies  alsa  In  all  civil  bodies,  as  all 
know,  the  rules  and  orders  are  completely  in  the 
power  of  tho  bodies  that  create  them,  and  in  every 
other  diocese,  such,  too,  is  the  fact.  I  trast,  then, 
our  course  will  correspond  with  theirs,  and  that 
any  threatened  difficulties,  or  unpleasant  feelings 
in  this  matter,  may  thus  be  avoided. 

Mr,  Constant  again  suggesteil  that  before  the 
Convention  proceeded  to  entertain  an  amendment 
to  the  rules,  they  ought  to  know  what  Ac  rules 
were.  The  old  rules  stood,  and  are  now  the  law 
of  the  Convention, 

Judge  Oakley  had  no  objection  to  the  reading 
of  the  rules.  He  did  not  think  they  ought 
not  to  be  read  or  adopted.  What  he  wanted  to  j 
get  at  was  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the 
old  rules,  and  in  the  current  and  calmest  way. 

Mr.  Pendleton,  of  Hyde  Park,  argueil  that  this 
could  not  be  a  lawless  body,  and  that  the  old  rules 
must  be  in  force  at  least  till  new  ones  were 
adopteil.  So  far,  we  understood  him  to  say  Aey 
were  permanent.  If  not,  he  added,  we  are  gov¬ 
erned  by  long  continued  practice,  and  in  a  body 
organized  like  this,  a  law  that  has  received 
a  general  acquiescence  is  to  some  extent,  tho  law 
of  the  Cfonvention. 

Dr.  Taylor,  of  Grace  Church,  thought  that  the 
present  rules  should  be  the  rules  of  this  CJonven- 
tion  here,  till  otherwise  ordered,  but  he  should 
always  hold  them  subject  to  new  rules,  additions 
or  amendments.  In  1842,  on  motion  of  Dr. 
Hawkes,  three  or  four  alterations  were  made  in 
th^  rules  and  orders,  which  show’cd,  that  in  the 
opinion  of  tho  Convention,  they  were  subject  to 
alteration.  We  then  understood  the  Reverend 
gentleman  to  say,  that  was  not  the  question  now, 
but  the  question  is,  was  this  the  proper  time  to 
submit  amendments  or  alterations  1 

The  Rev,  Mr.  Richmond  remarked,  that  the 
old  niles  and  orders  must  be  in  force  till  new 
ones  were  adopted.  As  in  the  amendment  sub¬ 
mitted  by  Dr.  Hawkes,  Aesc  rules  can  be  altered 
whenever  the  Convention  wish.  The  present 
rules  and  orders  were  adopted  in  1832,  because 
parliainentary  gentlemen  then  told  us  we  must 
have  rules  and  orders.  The  question  before  us 
then  is,  shall  we  receive  the  old  rules  unameiuled, 
unaltered,  or  can  we  amend  them  and  make 
others.  We  understood  the  reverend  gentleman 
to  say  that  in  his  opinion,  the  Convention  had 
complete  control  over  its  rules  and  orders.

For  the  safety  of  such  a  body,  its 
rules  should  be  permanent.  The  rules,  therefore, 
in  his  opinion,  were  permanent  till  altered  in  the 
form  and  manner  the  rules  prescribed.  Now  the 
mode  of  the  amendment  did  not  come  in  this  pre¬ 
scribed  form.  The  motion  itself  was  not  in  order. 
We  had  not  arrived  at  that  stage  of  our  proceed¬ 
ings  in  which  we  could  act.  Before  the  mover  of 
the  amendment  could  arrive  at  Ae  amendment  he  i 
wished,  he  must  move  to  suspend  all  proceedings  I 
in  order  to  lay  the  rules  and  orders  on  the  table.

The  reading  of  the  Bishop’s  Annual  Address 
then  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Convention  for 
aconsiderable  time.  The  two  subjects  which,  as  far 
a.s  we  could  judge,  seemed  to  excite  most  interest  in 
the  mind  of  the  writer,  were  the  salary  of  the 
Bishop,  and  the  ordination  of  Rev.  Mr.  Carey. 
The  former  was  made  to  occupy  a  larger  space 
than  any  other  topic  which  was  introduced  ;  and 
certainly  was  discussed  with  much  feeling  and 
eloquence.  We  should  suppose  from  what  we 
heard,  that  the  pecuniary  condition  of  the  New 
York  Episcopate  must  be  one  of  extreme  embar¬ 
rassment;  and  are  sorry  that  the  “Empire  Diocese,” 
as  one  of  our  correspondents  calls  it,  is  unable 
to  provide  for  its  Diocesan  in  a  more  liberal  way. 
Mr.  Carey  was  alluded  to  only  in  a  single  para¬ 
graph,  but  that  paragraph  was  certainly  a  speci¬ 
men  of  the  “multum  in  parvo.”  We  undersUxxl
